pooꝛt impotent perſons in any manner of wiſe, oꝛ niake reſcues againſt any Officers, oz — authox3ed by this pꝛeſent Act and Pꝛotlamat ion, foꝛ the 
dur execution of any the pꝛeꝛniſſes, the ſame perlon ſo offending ſhall be bound to the good behauiour,and ſhall vndergoe ſuch further puniſhment by impꝛi⸗ 
fonnent,as the Tuſtites of Prace aſſembled at any quarter Seſſions, oz tothe maiozpartof them ſhall be thought ft and tonuenient. 

And Wee dor hereby further oder and decree, that no perſon o2 perſons, hauing tharge in any voyage in paſſing from any parts berond the Seas, doe 
wittingly 02 willingly bzing, 92 conney, oz lu fer to be bought oꝛ tonueyed in any Ueſſell, oz Boate, from oz out of any parts berond the Seas, ints 
this kingdome, any Uagabound, Rogue, wandzing oꝛ idle perſon oꝛ Begger , oꝛ anyſuch as ſhall be foꝛted oz verie like to liue by begging within this 
Kealine of Ireland being bom? beyond the Seas, as he and they will inturre the penaltie of fiut pound Engliſh, the one moyetie thereof tobe to his Paſes 
ſtie, the other to the partie inſonning with impꝛilonment: and ſuch other puniſhment as the Lozd Deputie and Councell foꝛ the time being ſhalbe thought 
tt ſoꝛ ſuth tontempt. And ik any uch Rome, Uagabound, wandzing oꝛ idle perſon be alreadie, oꝛ ſhall at any time hereafter be ſet on land, oꝛ ſhall 

tome into any part of this kingdom of Lreland, the lame aſter he o2 ſhee ſhall be puniſhed as afo:cſaid , ſhall be conueyed to the next Pozt oꝛ Pariſh, in 
oꝛ ntere which they wert landed oz firſt came,in ſuchſozt as Rogues are appointed to be by this pzeſent Act, and Pꝛotlamation, And from thence to be 
tranſpoꝛted at the common charge of the Countrte where they were let on land, into thoſe parts from whence they tame o2 were bzought. And that eues 
rie Conſtable, H2ad-bozough; nid Trthingman, neglecting the due pertoꝛmante thereof ſhall be puniſhed by inipziſonnent at the diſcretion of the Juffi⸗ 
tes of Peace aſſembled at any quarter Sellion, as ta then, oꝛ the maioꝛ part of them ſhalbe thought fit and tonuenient, and tenne ſhillings Gnaltſh fo; 
euery ſuch offence ,the one mopetie tobe to his P airſtie, the other to the infozmer ,which penaltie is to be payd by him ozthem ſo offending betoze their

Pꝛauided alwapeg, that the Juſtites of Pcace within any Countie of this Kealme fhall not intermit ozenter into any Citie, Fodughoꝛ Cownes⸗toꝛpo⸗ 
rate wherebe any Juſtice ozTuffices of the Peace foꝛ any luch Citie, Bozough oz Towne-tozpozate fo2 the execution of any bzanch, article oz ſentence of 
this Dur Art and amation, ſo; oꝛ tonterning any ofece,matteroz tauſe, growing oꝛ ariling within the pꝛetintts, liberties, oz turiſdictions of ſuch 
Citie, — 92 -c02pozate, but that it may and ſball be lawfull to the Juſtice , and Juſtices of the rate, Papozs, Bayliffes, and other head» 
officers at thole Cities,)80:oughes, and Towneg⸗coꝛpoꝛatt where there be ſuch Juſtices of the Prate, to pꝛoteede to the erecution of this Act and Pꝛotla⸗ 
mation within the pzecinet and to npaſſe af their liberties,in ſuch manner and fonne, as the Juſtices of the Peace in any countie may oz ought to doe withs 
in the ſame Countit by vertue of this Our Act and Pꝛotlamation, any thing therein tontayned tothe contrary thereofnotwi .

Countie, and in ſuch other Market⸗Townes oꝛ plates, as by the moze 1— the Juffices of the Peace in the ſaid Seſſions ſhall be agreed 
{his our ſaid Act of State to endure to the end of the firit Seſſion of the next Parliament. And Wee doe hereby require 
Countie, Citie and Towne⸗toꝛpoꝛate wityin this kingdome, Chat they doe carefully ſee this Our oꝛders to be put in dueerecution 
their contempt to the contrarie at their vttermoſt perils, and whereof Wee will require a due and ſtrict account at their hands: And that 
wiſe certifie Ug of all their pzoreedings touching the erection of the ſaid houſes of and rayſing ſtotkes fo2 the ſame, at oz |
